THE FIieST ANIMAL LIFE. 



Did it Begin Whi^r.- (Ji eoly Has Heon? 

A theory has been ouuuciated that 
the poles wore first fitted to produce 
life, which consequently commencod at 
tho northern aud southern extremities 
of tlio globe, developing iiide])cudeutly 
but to acorlain oxtcsnt correspondingly, 
since conditions were similar. By tlio 
secular cooling of the irlobo tho poles 
ultimately became untitled to support 
life, aud such forms as did not perish 
iu the chanofu of the earth's surface 
slowly migrated towards tho equator, 
changing the course of ages, and ulti- 
miitoly giving rise to a fauna whicli, 
over most of the globe, consists of a 
mixture of northern and southern 
forms. 

Many facts derived from tho northern 
homispboro lond support to this theory, 
and tho southern l>eniis])liero has re- 
cently aildeil new facts which tell in 
tliu same direction. Tlie luiiiuals of the 
norlliorii hcmi.sphere are siiU aluuiU 
idonlical throughout the world's cir- 
cuit. The same families and even tho 
saiuo species of mammals and birds 
are common to the north of ttie Old 
World and of the IS'ew. To give a few 
examples, tho elk or mooso, the ruin- 
door, tho boavor, the lynx, the wolf, 
tho fo.x, of liurope and Asia are speci- 
ally identiliud with tho.se of America. 
The bison of America i.s closely allied 
to tlie aurochs of Iuiro|)e, the brown 
boiir of Kurope to our owu grizzly, tho 
stair le the wapiti or elk, and so on. 

Remains of mammals now regarded 
as tropical — such as the elephant, hip- 
popotamus, rhinoceros, hj-oua, lion, 
etc. — are common in the tertiary strata 
of temperature and even Arctic regions. 
This is proof of a southoru migration 
when climate cliaugud. In tho south- 
era point of South America, in doso- 
lato Patagonia, have beou found mam- 
maiiati remains which tend to show 
tliat tho tertiary fauna of Pat;igonia 
preceded that of the Arirentine Ke])ub- 
iic, to llie north of it- Forms of the 
paiupas are there, but are somewhat 
more generalized, as though older. 
Hooker has shown that sevi.'nty-soveii 
species of phmts are oommon to South 
America, New Zealand oud Tasmania. 
A small family of fishes (Galaxidte) 
aud the marsupilia (kangaroos, wom- 
bat, opossum, etc.) arti Australian and 
South American. 

A sort of siibiiiarine plateau connects 
Staten Island (part of 'rerra ilcl Fuego 
Arohipelago) with South (Jeorgia and 
other Antarctic lands, and it seems not 
unlikely that a great Antarctic conti- 
nent once existed, the remains of which 
aro Australia, New ZoaliLiid, etc., oji 
the one hand, and Patagonia on the 
other. In Auslralal the marsuoialia 
nniltiplled, and, spreading northward, 
mingled with the boreal fauna that 
liad been driveu southward. In South 
America the marsupialia did uot great- 
ly multiply, tiiough they sproad, after 
the upheaval of the Isthmus of I'ana- 
ma, into North America, where thoy 
are represented by the ojjossum. 

'i'hu edentala (sloths, armadillos, ant- 
eaters, and their relations) lirst appear- 
ed iu I^itagonia in the mioeene period, 
and, spreading northward, became tho 
characteristic animals of South Amori- 
jia. Edciitales (llit? aard-vark or cape 
anloater, and the i)ani:(dius or scaly 
anteaters) occur also in Africa, which 
was pr(jbably once connt^cti'd south- 
ward with the ancient Antarctic conti- 
nent. 

In many cases tho animals of north- 
ern orisrin, which aro tho most numer- 
ous, can be distinguished from llie 
soutborn, but in other cases wo can- 
not distinguish them, since on the one 
iiand, animals which naturalists place 
in the same family on account of re- 
semblances in structure may very pos- 
sibly have had a distinct ancestry, and, 
on the other hand, tho nortliorii forms, 
wliieh evidently predomiuate, have 
not only varied greatly in tho course of 
ages but have penetrated far toward 
tho southern extremities of the conti- 
nents. As regards the northern houu- 
spliero, the rcsiunblance bot%veen the 
fishes, insects, aud mollusca of tho 
old world and of tho now are ovon 
more striking than those of the higher 
animals.

GLADSTONE AND IRELAND. 

Certain passages in Mr. (Jladstone's 
recent JNIid-Lotliian Bpeuches liavo again 
excited tlio Irish puople. Just bofi)ro the 
Boaconsfield govurnniuiit fell the earl 
issued a raanifuato calling the attention of 
the British public tu the danReroua state 
of Irish feeling, and predicting a long 
season of agitation. Mr, Gladstone 
pooh-poohed the manifesto at the time; 
but in his recent Mid-Luthian speeches he 
acknowledged that the prediction of 
lieaconafield was a correct forecast uf the 
difficulty which the liberal ministry was 
forced to meet. T ho Irish p'lpors have 
seized on the confession of the pruiniur 
as an occasion for adverse criticism, and 
with singular unanimity, iiltliough repre- 
senting opposite views on political ([ues 
tions, agree in ohar-i.cteriziiii; the explan- 
atory statement ns a total inisreprosenta- 
tion of hisorical fact.s. 'i'huy also coucur 
in expressing surprise that Mr. Gladstone 
has paid the tribute of a reluctant witness 
to the keener foresight of his groat rival, 
and tliat ho has made so humiliating an 
admission us that ho knew notliiiig of the 
state of Ireland until started by Ijord 
Beaconsfiold's m:uiife3to. 

Tlio Freeman's Journal says: "Mr. 
Ghidatono's description of Lord Salis- 
bury's interpretation of former liberal de- 
clarations is strictly and literally ap- 
plicable to the premier's own recapitula- 
tion of recent Iri.ih history. That reca- 
pitulation is a pure and perfect work of 
the fertile imagination of the preinier. So 
inaccurate and so absolutely untrue a 
statement of facLi, which thuuld be fresh 
in the memory of every man pretending 
to a smatteriiij,' uf political knowledge, 
we never yet knew made by u responsible 
statesman speaking on a great political 
occasion. It is simply amazing that, 
in order to catch a passing cheer, 
Mr. Gladstone could have brought 
himself to make such recklessly inac- 
curate assertions, which ho ought to 
have known would not have been allowed 
to pass unchallenged for one oinglo day. 
It wa.s a luiiuiliating confessiui. for the 
premier grutuitously to make that at the 
time he was assailing the position of Lord 
BeaconBfield,and seeking to supplant him, 
ho, the atatesnian of all others who was 
supposed to have made the Iri.ili (luostion 
his own, \va.s so engrossed with his Hul- 
uarian iitrociti(^3. an .anxious to secure the 
eviction bag and ba!,'gage from Kiirope of 
the unspeakable Turk, that ho did not 
know — we quote his own words — "the 
severity of the cj isia that was already 
swolli g upon the horizon in Ireland, and 
that shortly after rushed upon us like a 
flood.'" The Journal reviews the condi- 
tion of the country before the return of 
Mr. Gladstone to oltico, and disputes all 
his statements in detail, alleging that 
there was no eunsp-racy, .tnd that the 
leaJers of the land league never p.dvised 
the people to pay no rent until Mr. I'ai- 
noH's arrest in October, 1880. Referring 
to the premier's views of the probable fu- 
ture, it says I\Ir. Gladstone is not more ac- 
curate in his forecast of the future than 
in his retrospect of tho immediate past. 
His prophecies with regard to the Notion- 
alist pariy need not seriously disquiet 
them. Those who witnessed tlie strained 
and eager anxiety witli wliicli on more than 
one critical occasion within tho List 12 
months he watched to see into which lob- 
by the little phalanx of Irish members 
would widk, will be incliiuul to think that, 
his indifference to an occasional overturn- 
ing of a ministry, not to aay the dissolu- 
tion of parliament, is a tritle overdrawn, 
1 he Daily E.\pre8s is surprised that iMr, 
Gladstone has so stultified hinisolf by cull- 
ing public attention to his own malfeas- 
ance and ignorance, but it denies the fact 
that it was Lord Ijeaconstiekl's letter which 
apprised Mr. (iladstone of the extent 
and Btreiifc'tli of the ,'inti-sooiai move - 
iiient already raging in Ireland, ft says: — 
"So far from not having suon the conila- 
grution, ho delibfratfly cuHt fuel and oil 
into the flames. The Land League was not 
formed in a hole and corner. It was estab- 
lished at a great public meeting in the West 
of Ireland, at which Mr, Davitt hiniaolf at- 
tended. Scores of public meetings, 
harangued by seditions oratois, had assem- 
bled before the issue of Lord I'eacoi.sliidd's 
manifesto. The eiiiijire rang with the loud 
voice of agitators proelainiing that a famine, 
not second in severit}' to tlmt. uf IHUi. im- 
pcmdod over the island. Three proiiuiient 
leaders of the Land League — Duvitt, Daly 
and Killeon — were arrested, and their iimse- 
cutiou commouced. The Duchess of llarl- 
borough's Fund had been started and sub- 
Bcriptions solicited in England, while all 
around rang the voice of Hsdition and agi- 
tation." The Irish Times admits tliut 
thero is mueh solid improvement in the 
country, esix'cially in the diiniiintion of 
crime; but n'inarUs tliiit, while Irishmen 
give .Mr. (xladstoiu' credit for a good dv.nl 
that he has accomplished, tln-y belii-ve that 
he was the cinisc of niucdi jf thi- niisi-ry 
which it fell to his lot afterwards to confront 
or cure. It exjircsses regret th;it lie did not 
add to liis declaration that Ircdand ni-ver 
could bo dissevered from Kuglaud a pledge 
that never by any action of his, whether in 
the way of bargaining to any extent with a 
party proposing such a separation, or by 
bidding for their vote and supjiort, would 
ho countenance the sitpiiosition that a sep- 
aration would take idiice, or himself do 
anything, directly or indiicclly. to [iromote 
it. The Mail observes willi respect to -Mr. 
Gladstone's admission — ".\ iimi-e stnrtling 
admission of all that has been nllcgeil by 
his opponents regarding Mr. Ghidstoiic's 
Irish policy could uot bo conceived. It is 
complete, and damning in its complete- 
noBs."

EGYPT. 

Cairo, Sept, 22, — It is reported that El 
Mahdi intends to reinforce his troops 
operating before Khartoum . 

The friendly Amaras again defeated 
the HandawoB, and the latter appealed 
to Daman Digma for assistance. The 
Amaras lost thirty killed in the encoun- 
ter, 

Lo.N'i)ON,Sept, 22, — General Lord Wols- 
ley has telegraphed to the War Olhce to 
atop forwarding troops to Egypt for tho 
present. It is believed that the expedi- 
tion for the relief of Khartoum will bo re- 
duced to a Hying column, owing to the 
favorable news from Gunoral Gordon. 

Caiko, Sept. 22. — A diapatch from the 
French consul at Khiirtoum has been re- 
ceived confirming previous reports that tho 
siege of that city has been raised, Tho 
dispatch further states that the country in 
the noigliborhood of Khartoum is freed 
from rebels and tho obtaining of food sup- 
plies is comparatively easy, 

LoNUON, Sept, 22, — It is allirmod from 
Cairo that the French consul there has 
boon instructed by his govornniont to 
make a formal demand on Nubar Pasha, 
Egyptian prime minister, tor the with- 
drawal of the letter issued on the 17th in- 
stant, suspending the sinking fund, 

Lo.Nno.v, Sept, 22, — The reports that 
tho siogu of Khartoum haa collapsed, 
which reached Cairo from various sources, 
aro confirmed by oQicial telegrams. 

Preparations for the despatch of a camel 
corps to the Soudan are continued with 
unabated vigor. The men who have on- 
listed for this service will proceed to 
E;ypt in tho transports Deccan i nd 
Australia, instead of tho Erin as drat in- 
tended. 

The admiralty gives notice that the 

fiOO men o.xpecting to sail in tho Deccan 
and .-Vu.stralia will probably bo delayed 
only a few days and will then proceed in 
the Erin. 

BELGIUM. 

Hui'.ssKi.s, Sept. 22. — The streets of this 
city were fiUeil this evening with titled 
throngs of people, but they wore mostly 
sight-soors, A few groups paraded singing 
and shouting, but the police easily dis- 
persed them. Circulars have been uub- 
lishod announcing that tho director of 
Nationale newspaper is expelled from the 
couii'ry for printing violent Republican 
urticloa. 

ENGLAND. 

London, Sept. 22.— Orders woro re- 
ceived at Wocdwich to-day from the Ad- 
miralty suspending work on the trans- 
ports for Egypt, but afterwards these 
orders were rescinded, and directions 
given to complete the shipment without 
delay. 

SWITZERLAND. 
Bkk.sk, Sept. 22. — A serious r. ilway ac- 
cident occurred to-day near Loci-, caused 
by tho collision of two passenger trains. 
One lady was killed outright and sixteen 
othom seriously injured. 

IRELAND. 

UuiiMx, Sept. 22. — Rev. Mr. Tickler- 
ton, Presbyterian clergyman at Tulla- 
more, ha.s brought a libel suit against tho 
Freoniiin's Journal for i!GO,000 damages 
for printing in its columns a statemuiit 
that ho eloped with Mrs. Brown to Paris. 
Mrs. Brown has also brought suit against 
the same paper, claiming damages at is2ii,- 
000. 

UuDLlN, Sept. 22. — A fund will shortly 
bo started at the suggestion of tlio United 
Ireland in behalf of tho families of tho 
Birmingham dynamitura. 

CALIFORNIA. 

S.\N FlL,\Nri.si;o, Sept. 22. — .lames Gor- 
don Bennett, accouipanied by Charles 
Nordhiitl', of the New York llerald, ar- 
rived to-day. Ho was met at the ferry 
by John M. Muckay, who later in tho d.iy 
pointed out to him tho principal features 
of tho city. The train on which he ar- 
rived narrowly escaped a si-rions di.iaater. 
As it pulled out of Port Costa station it 
ran into a train of wheat cars. Maokay 
and Dye, in Bennett's private car, wore 
thrown to the Hour, and liennett wa.s bad- 
ly shaken, but ma aged to keo|) his seat. 
Fiuir wheat cars were wrecked, and the 
engine of the passeiiuer train damaged. 
No one was seriimsly hurt. 

EaHKKA,(Nov.), Sept. 22. — A fire broke 
out in the Parker House restaurant this 
morning that came near carrying away the 
entire town. Tho tiro raged for twcj 
hours, and destroyed ten buildings.

THE LAST OENERAL RIE£T- 
irVG. 

A Victorian Oilers :■. Tew Per- 
tinent Kciuarks. 

The general meeting of tha Bank of 
British Columbia was held at the City 
Terminus Hotel, London, ou thu 29th 
ult., Mr. Robert GiUeapiu, chairman of 
the board of directors, presiding. 

The chairn.an, after a fow opening ro- 
niarka, said: "'I'ho gross profita amount 
to £28,200, against £20,003 during tho 
corresponding period of last year. It is 
true it is loss by some £1,300 than the 
Docuniber half year, but you will boar iu 
miiul tiiat tho December half of tho year 
ia always tho beat aud most protitablo. 
But, U8 I have said, tho half year just 
ended is the most prolitahlo fur that 
period of the year thot we have yet had. 
Tlie net profit was £19,388 19b. 6d., as 
wmparud with £18,'i72 10a. Id. for tho 
half year ended the oOth Juno, 1883. 
Now, as to tho appropriation of the 
money. You will obaervo that wo recom- 
mend tho usual dividend uf per cent, 
per annum, while t'u, 000 ia carried to our 
rotturvo fund, £-1,008 19s. 5d. to profit and 
loss new account. Now, that looks a largo 
sum to carry forward, but as you aro 
awaro wu think it is more desirable to 
limit tho dividend to (i [lor cent., waiting 
until the end of the year and eooiiig what 
we can do thou in tlie ahapo of a bonus. 
Last yearly percent, svas thus added, and 
1 do not think that less will bo added this 
year. In lacl, my hope is that it will bo 
something more. Probably we shall bo 
able to jiay more. I have already re- 
ferred to uiir buainoaa, but I may state 
ono circuniatanco which I am sure will bo 
a matter for congratulation to you all — 
that we have conducted that biisineaa 
without any loaa. I think that tells very 
greatly in favor of our general manager 
and branch managers, and it iilsu, 1 think, 
shows that the oHicera on the utlier aide 
aro carrying out loyally the instructions 
and the lines wu laid down for thu con- 
ducting of the business. I believe that 
wu are now entering upon a courao of suc- 
ceaaful years, and hope that not only will 
our business increaae, but that our profits 
will alao increase, and that in the face of 
increasing competition and reduced rates 
of interest. I think the prospects in 
liritiah Columbia will improve, though 
thoy have been a little dull during the 
past six oruight months, owing greatly to 
tlio (leticieiicy in tho Haliuoii and other 
lisherica. lint there haa also been a lull iu 
the eiuployniunt of labor, and that has, 
of cuuiae, lo Bonio o.\tont aii'ucted our 
circulatiun, bocauae, as you will see, tho 
circulation ia a little less than it was in 
the corresponding half of 1883, But, on 
tho other hand, the railwaya now iu course 
uf construction -tile Canadian I'licificand 
the Island railwiiya — aru to bo pushed 
with greater vigor, and 1 alao understand 
that various methods of developing tho 
rosoiircoa of tho colony and aottleinont 
are under conaideration, so that on tho 
whole nmtters a|)pear favonible for tho 
coming half-year, and [irnspeetivuly gen- 
erally. With regard to California and 
Urogon, thoy are tho great wheat produc- 
ing oountrius of the world, and from all 
wa hoar this crop ia to be the largest yot 
reaped. Whether the profits will bo as 
largo as hitherto ia problematical, be- 
cause, aa you all know, I presume, wheat 
now is aliiiu.st lit tho lowest prico.s it haa 
yet reiicheil, and I see little 'dnince of any 
iiii[)rovenieiit in prices. This state of 
things requires a great deal uf caution and 
care on our part, and we t<tko all tho pre- 
cautions we can to socure ourselves. I 
must say that I moot you with very groat 
aatisfiiciioii, and congratulate you on tho 
success of tho company. " 

Tho chairman then movud tho adoption 
of the report. 

Suvural shareholders having spoken, 

Dr. Ash said: Before you put the res- 
olution, I should like lo aay a fow words. 
Tho reports of the directors of tho Bank 
are always read with great interest in 
British Columbia, not only by tho ahare- 
lioldors, who aro there few in number, 
but by the (joneral business coininunity, 
who really form the people of thu pro-- 
vinee, and I can congratulate tho share- 
holders upon this — that the Bank of 
British Columbia ia a most popular insti- 
tution, and it haa tho confidenco of tho 
general buainoaa public of tho province. 
And it is so seldom that in the rumarka 
that aro reported anyone appears to have 
spokoii who knows .mything about tho 
country from a persoinil acquaiiiliinoo with 
it, that I ahduld like to aay a few wordn, 
having livud in tho country for moro than 
twenty years. I can remember when tho 
ati'aira ot the bunk were nut so prosperous 
as they are to-day. Now the bank paper 
is the general currency of the country. 
Ono very rarely seos a bank-note uf any 
other institution, and any others that do 
get into circulation aro rapidly changed 
for your notoa. Now this change haa not 
been the result of chance or of good luck, 
but of tho fores ight, tact, prudence, ex- 
orcised by and the general respect 
entertained for tho offioera of tho bank, 
oapecially Mr. Ward, to whom, I believe, 
the change in the affairs of the bank is in 
a great meaaiiro due. There were ono or 
two things I wanted to hear the chairman 
say anmotliing about during his remarks. 
The first ia with roapect to tho £10 ahares. 
Tho chairman aomo time ago stated that 
it was tho intention of tho board to call 
up tho additional Ciipital, and everyone 
who holds a share in tho company must 
foel an interest in knowing whether it ia 
still tho intentinir of the court to call tho 
additional shares. I presume they will 
be issued as soon aa the sharea reach tlio 
market value of i'12. In my opinion that 
very fact kceiia tho shares down in tho 
niarkot. Invostora know thai tho moment 
the price roaches £12 tho market will bo 
flooded with them. I think it would bo 
aatisfactory to Other shareholders bosides 
myself resident in tho province if you, 
Mr. Chairman, wore very explicit upon 
tills point. I notice nothing, eitiier, in 
your renn'.rks which haa reference to tho 
prospect of cunipetition, which is certain 
to coinu about aa aoon as tho Canadian 
Pacific railway is Gnishod. In tho face of 
this fact tho ([uestion arises whether it is 
wiao to continue paying tho bonus. 
Would it not bo much bettor in tho 
bunk's interest to increase the reaorvo 
fund) (No, no.) Well it seems so to mo, 
unless, as it is said in Victoria, it is the 
intention of the directors to arrange a sale 
of tho bank to another inatitution. As I 
have said, there ia certain to bo aomo 
competition, and it ia said tliat tho Bank 
of Montreal Iiavo decided to open a branch 
in Victoria. I have alao hoard it stated, 
on very good authority, that the hank in- 
tonds to buy oat our concern, and it will 
bo well for us to know something about 
these matters, bocauso thoy afl'ect tho 
value of tho stock and property. 1 should 
like to make (uie or two reniarka with re- 
gard to tho prospects of tho country. It 
ia trno that in Portland there was a very 
groat depression when the Northern Pa- 
cific railway was completed, and it is said 



that when the expenditure connected with 
the building of the Canadian Pacific ia 
passed and gono there will be a similar 
depression in A''ictoria. This, however, 
will not bo tho case, as wo have no manu- 
faoturoa which can in any way be affected 
by competition with tho cast, us the Port- 
land manufactures wero. Our fiahcries 
and mining and lumber interests cannot 
be interfered with by competition from 
tho eastern provinces of tho Diuiinion, 
and aa in all probabilty the duty on coal 
and lumber will bo removed at tho next 
congress, these induacriea will receive a 
great impetus, and increase very much, 
and any loss on thu <-:ompletion of tho 
railway will bo moro than covered by tho 
increase in population. In concluaiuii, I 
would point out that this bank should 
make a aovoroign to every white person in 
the province, there being only between 
sixty and aoventy thousand. 

Tho Chairman: Wo aro vory much in- 
debted to Dr. Ash for hia observationa. 
I only wish we could see more colon lal 
gontlemon investing in our stock. In re- 
gard to tho £10 sharea, I do not know 
that I could have been more e.'^iilicit than 
I was at tho last meeting. I then aaid — 
''There ia a balance of unissued new 
aharoa which we think it may be desirable 
to ofl'or to the proprietors, but you will 
understand that under the arrangements 
come to some time ago, wa cannot oiler 
thoie sharea except at £2 premium." Tho 
now sharea were originally issued at £2 
premium, and wo would not iaauo tho re- 
mainder except at the same rate. 1 shall 
bo very glad if the shareholders will come 
f<irward and buy these — ho are ready to 
allot thera. But I do not think it would 
bo wise for us to issue them to mir aharo- 
hi Idors while the others are aelling at 
Hi ^. Competition la of conrao a matter 
whicli we cannot cuiitrol. We have al- 
ready a competitor in llie Bank uf Hritish 
North America. Aa to tho Bank of Mon- 
treal, I have never heard of any idea of 
their going tu British Columbia, and we 
have never heard of a rumor that the sale 
of our buainoaa was in eouti iiiplitlion. 

Thu report was then aduiiti-d. A 
dividend at the rate of por cuiit. per 
annum for tho half yearendiug the 30th of 
June last was voted.

I do not say that a vote will 
not be, ill any case, a trust, and an 
important one, but this will not be its 
cbief ebaracterisio: it is inconceiveable 
that it should bo. Consequently, tho 
question of female suffrage assumes, to 
my mind, an aspect wliioli it never 
had before. If p. woman be n house- 
lioUlur, still more, if .she be an eniploT- 
er of labor, ftiid one through whose 
employment a number of men possess 
votes, what is there in the mare accident 
of SOX to make it right to say she shall 
have no politieni infliifince? T do not 
in tlio least desire that married wotuen 
shoulil vote. This seuuis to mo un- 
desirable and impossible. The husband 
and wife must be one in this as in 
other things. But when the women 
satisfies every conclitiou but that of 
sex, then it seein.s to me iin])OHsiblo in 
reason, ami I believe it will .soon be 
im])0ssible in fact, to deprive her of a 
vote. These, in brief, are the 0|)inion8 
which I hold on the subject of female 
suffrage.

The following letter was written to 
a friend, who had nbked hi,s opinion, 
by the Bishop of Carlisle. August !), 
1884. — Jly dear K.— I .should not like 
to write a leuflct for [lublication on 
the subject of womiin's sufFrajje, hut 1 
ha.\'e no ohjectiou to tell you my opin- 
ion. While the number of voters was 
comparatively small I consider that 
those voters were trustees for the gen- 
eral population. Tlii.s was pre-omineiit- 
]y the ease heforf the (irst Ri'fonn 
Bill, hut it continued lo lie .so 'ifler 
that Bill had bocaine law; there could 
he no juBtitiation of the principle of 
giving a vote lo 10/. householders and 
not to poorer folks, except the assump- 
tion that a vote implied a trust to he 
exercised by the better educated and 
more substantial oIuh.s for the good of 
all. While this was the principle of 
legislation, I consider that their was no 
■wrong committed in not [lerniitting 
-woman to vote; the question was simji- 
ly one of the extent of a trust, and my 
own opinion used to bn that, upon the 
■whole, women were happier aiu' t he
